Iowa Legislature Ballots Without Defi­ 
nite Results. 


Des Moines, Jan. 18.— Having failed 
to elect a United States senator to suc­ 
ceed the late J. P. Dolliver the houses 
of the Iowa legislature will meet again 
in joint session at noon to ballot in the 
effort to decide the succession. 
While the Democrats cast a full 
party vote the Republican legislators 
split into two factions, one of which 
still further subdivided among a half 
dozen candidates. Senator Lafe Young 
was unable to poll the full “standpat” 
strength, hut came nearer it than uny 
of the progressive candidates in poll­ 
ing the full strength of their faction, 
and, while the contest may be sim­ 
plified somewhat, there is a feeling 
that the deadlock will last for several 
days, probably to the end of the week, 
possibly longer.

The fart that a vote will Im' 
embarrassing is just why there will 
be no vote. 
In the first place, it must 
be talked over for many weeks, and al­ 
ways there will be one or two lawyers 
who will want to apeak, but will not 
be prepared, aud senatorial courtesy 
will not permit a vote when there are 
speeches yet to be made. 
Before long 
tin* appropriation bills w'll 
I m * in and 
take up tho time. 
So give yourself no 
uneasiness, for we are not going to 
vote on the Lori m er case this session.” 


Norris Did Not Care. 
Congressman 
Norris 
of 
Nebraska 
showed less concern than any one else 
when the house reversed itself on the 
constitutional privilege of amending 
the lilies. Norris had a revolution last 
March In which he and the Republican 
Insurgents with th** Democrats took 
from Speaker Cannon a great power, 
that of chairman of the committee on 
rules. 
The same revolution practically de­ 
termined also that the speaker should 
not in the future appoint the eomit- 
tees of the house. 
Norris did not 
seem to care whether the house re­ 
versed Itself or not. 
He got results. 
and la* also demonstrated that tin* 
house can, when a majority chooses, do 
just what it wants to do. 
Si>eaker Cannon always asserted that 
fact, but In* often stool! in the way of 
demonstrating it. 
That was the real 
(•ansi* of the famous revolution which 
the house recently declared was wrong.

When Senator Thornton of Louisi­ 
ana came to Washington a photog­ 
rapher was soon on his trail with a 
demand for a photograph for the n e w s ­ 
papers. 
Ile met with a chilly recep­ 
tion and was told to get out of the 
senator's room. 
Subsequently it was learned 
that 
Thornton had been a victim of the 
panhandlers who print a picture and 
write a story and take away a hun­ 
dred dollars from the man who Is 
“easy money.” 
Two such concerns 
had touched the Louisiana senator 
within a short time, and he thought he 
was up against the same game when 
the photographer followed him into 
the senate office building. 
Many public men fall easy victims 
of the fellows who are going to give 
“writeups” with pictures "among a 
list of the most prominent men iii the 
country,” although it is known that 
such books are useless for reference 
or any other purpose.
